west of Swift Current, have moved 
away and settled in the St. Welburg 
district at the end of the steel on 
the C.N.R. northwest of Battleford, 
according to John Balfour, who return- 
ed to Regina from a business trip in 
that section of the province. 

Mr. Balfour sald that settlers in 
this far-flung district appear to be 
making good. Being a bush country, 
he sald, the district calls for a dif- 
ferent type of farming to the open 
prairie, but many of the settlers, 
while clearing their land, are making 
a stake for themselves by such side 
lines as fishing and trapping. 

During last winter, fish valued at 
$50,000 were shipped aut from St. Wal- 
burg, and the fur pelts consigned from 
the same pojnt were worth approxt- 
mately $75,000. “Of course,” he said, 
“the shippers were not all farmer 
settlers, some of the produce being 
shipped out by those making a living 
as fishermen or trappers. The farm- 
ers, however, are doing a_ certain 
amount of fishing and hunting, and 
game and fish, together with an occa- 
sional deer, help them to tide through 
the winter. 

Practically every farmer in the dfs- 
trict has cne or two milk cows, ac- 
cording to Mr. Balfour, though the 
dairy industry has fallen off somewhat 
during the last year or two on account 
of lower prices for dairy produce. 
Most of the settlers are clearing their 
land by fire and the amount of land 
on each farm under cultivation is com- 
paratively small at the present time,

More than 550 catfish have been trans- 
ferred from Selkirk, Manitoba, to 
Prince Albert, Sask., for the Saskat- 
chewan River, and 400 to Quill Lake, 
Sask. . 

From the near Fort Qu’'Ap- 
pelle, 180 yellow perch have been plac- 
ed in Wascana Lake; 150 if Round 
Lake; and 80 in Lovering Lake. Lady 
Lake received 72 pikes and perch, and

|} Adirect exchange of parcel post has 
been arranged between Canada and 
Germany for the first time since tho 
outbreak of war nine years ago, ac- 
cording to official advices received at 
| the Regina post office. The new ar- 
rangement is additional to the existing 
parcel post route via England. 
Direct parcel matis for Germany 
will be made up at Montreal during 
the summer season and St, John,

| which left Montreal, Saturday, August 


| The rates of postage on parcels 

posted in Canada for transmission 
{by this direct route are from 23 cents

Regulations as to packing, customs 
| declarations, prohibited articles, etc., 
; are the same as for parcels for Ger- 
many sent via England. 

While the charges for the convey- 
ance of parcels by the direct service 
are lower than for the service via 
England, the frequency of the direct 
service is less and the choice of the 
route should be left to the vendor.
